In the second place a dictator- 
ship always extends its monopoly 
control of affairs beyond its own 
borders.

They have,

has been liabfe to attract more 
attention than any record of 
achievements, particularly because 
in real life, there is no such thing 
as final ‘achievement. Every new 
stage in the evolution of our civil- 
isation creates its own, Dew. pro- 
blems. In the circumstances, the 
age-old belief in the fundamental 
value’ of ‘territory still’ governs 
our ‘appreciation of dictatorial 
efficiency.

Hitler regime.’ The Sroblen Bi 
Nazi efficiency did not really con- 
front the world, even when the 
Nazi troops marched into the de- 
militarised parts of the Rhineland 
in March 1936.. For all practical 
purposes the Rhineland was al- 
eady a working part of the Ger- 
man economy. 

And, since the stroke of March, 
1938, brought Austria into the 
Third Reich, events have moved 
at such a pace that the outside 
world has not been able to con- 
sider the implications of Nazi eff- 
ciency for. the Germans themsel- 
ves. It was not generally realis- 
ed that the Nazi coup in Austria 
did not rescue the centres that 
had been impoverished by the 
dismemberment of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire. The contem- 
porary mind did not register the 
fact that further ‘impoverishment 
was the consequence, not only for 
Austria but for Germany itself. 
There were responsible people 
in Germany who reatised the lia 
bilities incurred by the Anschluss 
‘and who expressed despair at the 


peoples as against the old world! increased administrative and eco- 


nomic reaponbibiities:. 
when @zechoslbvakia was brought 
within -the Nazi orbit by the Dik- 
tat of Munich in September, 1938, 
and by the irfvasion' in arch, 
1939, ‘But the! outside world ‘only 
got meagre iriformation on the 
manner in which these territorial 
gains in reality depleted the re- 
sources of Nazi Germany, «taken 
as a whole, and thé legend of Nog 
efficiency therefore remained uun- 
challenged. 

The burdens of the Sicond 
Great War has made it still more 
difficult to grasp the fact that 
every new Nazi conquest has add- 
ed to the strain of existence for 
the citizens’ of the Third Reich. 
By way of normal trade indepen- 
dent Poland yielded more to Ger- 
many than can possibly be gain- 

ed trom what is left of occupied 
Poland, particularly in view of 
the price Germany had to pay in 
surrendering old links with: Lith- 
uania, Latvia, Estonia and Fin- 
land. 

Apart from’ relatively insigni- 
ficant stocks looted during _ the 
first stages of the invasion of Den- 
mark and Norway, these two 
countries are dead losses to the 
German economy, A by-product 
of ‘this invasion is the economic 


[isolation of Sweden and Finland, 


in consequence of which German 
trade in the Baltic is a shadow of 
its former self. Holland and Bel- 
gium have simply added devastat- 
ed regions to the Nazi. dominion. 
None of the above territories can 
produce more than a fraction of 
their former wealth in coopera- 
tion with Nazi Germany alone. . 

Whatever the fate of the forces 
opposing Nazi: domination, . the 
idea of Nazi efficiency is there- 
fore’ demonstrably a myth in re- 
gard to the outside world. A 
‘comparison between conditions of 
life, in the most comprehensive 
sense of the term, inside and out- 
side Nazi Germany would show 
that by any standards it is a myth 
for the Germans’ woples as against the old world increased administrative and eco-/for_the Germans’ themselves.
